About 8:00 a. m. a mob of 500 strikers 


captured a lialtimore & Ohio wrecking 
train at Fifty-ninth street.

Grand Trunk telephoned the police 
that a large mob of men were moving 
down their tracks In the direction of 
their shops, at the crossing of the I'un- 
handle tracks, at Forty-ninth .street. 
Thoy expressed the belief that the mob 
intended burning their shops. Chief 
of Police lircunnn ordered Inspector 
Hunt to the scene with a force of

Whereas, By reason of unlawful obstructions 


combinations and aasemblage-s of persona, It 
has become Impracticable in the judgment of j 
tho president to enforce, 
by the ordinary 


course of judicial proceedings, llio lawn of the 
United Stales within the state of Illinois, nod 
especially within the city of Chicago, within ; 
Bald state; and 


"Whereas, For the purpose of enforcing the 


faithful execution of the laws of the UnlWd 
States ond protecting its properly and remov- 
ing obstructions to the United States m alia In 
tlie stale and city aforesaid, tho president has 
employed a part of the military forces of the 
United States. 


Now, therefore, I, G rover Cleveland, presi- 


dent of the United States, do hereby ndmonlsa 
all Kood citizens and all persons who may b« 


; within the city and state aforesaid against afd- 
! Inff. countenancing, encouraging or taktnp any

! government, or destroying or attempt ins to 
r ties i roy the property belonging to the United 


Sin ton. or under Its protection, can not be re~ 


j gnrded otherwise than AS public enemies- 


Troops employed agnlnst such a riotous mob 


will act with all the moderation and forbear- 
ance consistent wltu the accomplishment of 
tbe desired end; but the stem necessities that 1 
confront them will not with certainty per- 
mit discrimination between guilty participant* 
and those who arc mingled with them from 
curiosity and without criminal Intent- The 
only safe course, therefore, for those not act- 
ually 
onlawfnlly 
pa r tic i pat Ing 
is

abide at their homes, or at leant not to be 
found In ibe neighborhood of riotous assem- 
blies. 


While there will be no hesitation or vacilla- 


tion In the decisive treatment of the guilty, 
thta warning is especially intended to protect 
and save tne Innocent.

At 11:35 Company D, of the Fifteenth 


infantry, thirty-five strong1, arrived In 
two coaches. - The regulars discm- 
tmrked nt tbe depot arid marched to 
the sidetrack where tho Monon train 
was stationed. The mob fell back on 
the approach of the military, but boot^ 
cd and jeered, and the scene was a ver- 
itable bedlam. 


One-half of tho company took up its 


position In front of tbe engine, and the 
other half in the rear, and prepara- 
tions were made to move tlie train. 
Like a flash of lightning, however, the 
crowd increased until it was nearly 
two thousand strong, and .realizing* 
that reinforcements were necessary, 
a detail wns sent to the telegraph of- 
fice with Instructions to wire to Chi- 
cago for more troops. 
In the mean- 


time Mnj. Ueilly ordered Capt. Hartz 
to clear thei tracks to the sidewalk 
with fixed bayonets. The regulars ad- 
vanced, tlie mob retreatedT and for the 
time being was held at bay. 


The mob went to the adjacent prairie 


on either side of the trucks for a while, 
butT becoming emboldened by the ap- 
parent inactivity of the military, again 
close1:! up on the rails, only to be re- 
pulsed. 


This condition of affairs continued 


unremittingly until 4 o'clock, when 
the trnin that had brought tlie second 
detachment of regulars was run into 
the 
Monon yards. Just as it was 


brought to a standstill, several box 
cars wore dumped on the track a, block 
and a half to the north. 


About the same time the Monon mail 


train came in from the south carrying 
mail matter from Indianapolis. I^ouis- 
villc. Cincinnati 
and 
intermediate 


points. A company of regulars was 
ordered to tbe state line, but it had 
barely passed^ the mob assembled at 
tho state street crossing' when a rope 
was thrown around a Pullman car 
filnmling on 
a 
side-track 
a few 


yards north, with the evident in- 
tention 
of 
throwing it over the 


main track and preventing the fur- 
ther passage of the train. There were 
regulars on the engine, regulars on the 
roof nnd regulars at the car windows, 
all of them waiting for just such a con- 
dition as was now imminent. 


An officer on the locomotive gave 


the word and toward the west and to- 
ward the east a volley was poured from 
engine, roofs and windows. Some of 
the bullets went overhead, many more 


men. 


Half un hour later a messsnge came 


from the Northern Pacific nud K. & O. 
roads that mobs were gathering at 
Forty-seventh 
and at . Fifth-ninth 


streets, where these companies have 
wrecking trains. Fear was expressed 
that the strikers intended burning 
wrecking trains in order to prevent the- 
clearing of tracks. 
Inspector Hunt 


was also notified to attend to this 
trouble. 


Symptoms of disorder were frequent 


Saturday nt iill points along the rail- 
way tracks between -Thirty-ninth and 
Fifty-fifth street in the Stewart avenue 
diitrict. Police officers, details of mi- 
litia nnd federal troops were scattered 
along the line. At Urigliton park a 
squad of police were on guard under 
command of Lieut. Walsh, with orrtera 
to shoot at the first attempt of the riot- 
era to destroy property. 


A survey of the scene at the stock- 


yards Saturday showed that the de- 
vastation by the fire -along the line 
of the Panhandle railroad extends over 
at least three miles. Everything per- 
ishable was destroyed, including cars, 
switch-houses, signal tower.s and ex- 
posed freight. The fires aro still burn- 
ing, and now nnd then break out In a 
new center. 


Policemen closely' guarded the Lnke 


Shore, Fort Wayne, Western Indiana 
and Pennsylvania tracks at the stock 
yards nil Friday night, nnd Saturday 
preparations was being m.idc to start 
meat trnms eastward. 
Tracks were 


being slowly cleared of obstructions, 
with the intention that us soon as this 
was accomplished switching would be- 
gin. In many instances the obstruc- 
tions were so ingeniously and firmly 
fixed Hint it was almost impossible to 
remove them. It was stated that when 
the trains were ready to move all the 
military nnd poliee force available 
would be exercised to prevent interfer- 
ence. 


Intent on destroying freight ears in 


the 
Monon yards, lit Sixty-fourth 


street, a mob gathered in that, district 
at 5 o'clock Saturday. The rioters start- 
ed for the yards'and a call was sent to 
Englewood police station for help. 
Forty ofiicers xvere sent to the yards.

Serious trouble was looked for Sat-; 


urday at Forty-ninth street and the 
Grand Trunk tracks, 
A mob that 


gathered 
there 
Saturday morning 


threatened to burn the round house. 
The building was surrounded and a 
move towards the threatened destruc- 
tion was expected any moment. Col. 
Moulton and forty men of the Second 
regiment, I, N. G., was sent to the 
scene to guard the buildings and yards.

day was spent by the officials present 
in endeavoring to ?et permission from 
the marine authorities at Cincinnati 
for the Snurlock to move the hobos in 
an open barge. This was refused, as 
was also a similar request made from 
officials at Gallipolis. Accordingly the 
army was left alone in its glory. 


Yesterday *thc general's finances were

A CHEMIST'S DREAM. 


VlftlonB of un Approaching Mil- 


Icnlal Stuto. 


M. Berthelot indulges in the rosiest 


visions concerning tho bencDts which 
chemistry will heup upon the human 
race In'tlie course of another century 
or two, Bays tho New York Post. In 
an address before the manufacturing 
chemists of France delivered recently 
In Paris he said that he looked tochem- 
latry for deliverance from present so- 
cial evils and for tho possibility of re- 
alizing tho socialists* dreams—that is, 
if a spiritual chemistry could be dis- 
covered to clmugo human nnturo as 
deeply as chemical science could mod- 
ify the globe. This change, ho de- 
clared, will bo greatly duo to chemis- 
try utilizing .tho heat of the sun and 
the central heat of tho globe. Tho 
latter can be obtained by shafts of 
threo thousand or four thousand me- 
ters in depth, which modern engineers 
are equal to tho task of sinking. 
Tho water down so deep will bo hot 
and able to keep all possible machinery 
yolng. By natural distillation it will 
furnish fluid free from microbes, and 
be an unlimited source of chemical and 
electrical energy. This could be ev- 
erywhere developed, and thousands of 
years might pass without any notice- 
able diminution. With such a source 
of heat all chemical transformation 
would be easy. TheQprodiictioh of ali- 
mentary matter will bo one conse- 
quence. This production is resolved in 
principle, and has been for forty years, 
by tho syntheses of grease and oils. 
That of hydrates of carbon Is going on, 
and that of nitrogenous substances is 
not far off. 


When energy can be obtained thus 


cheaply, food can be mado from carbon 
taken from carbonic acid, hydrogen 
taken from water, and nitrogen from 
the air. What work the vegetables 
have so far done science will soon be 
able to do better, with far greater pro- 
fusion and independently of seasons or 
evil microbes or insects. There will 
then be no passion to own land, beasts 
need not be bred for slaughter, man 
will be milder arid more moral, and bar- 
ren regions may become preferable to 
fertile as habitable places, because 
they will not be pestiferous from ages 
of manuring. The reign of chemistry 
will beautify the planet. Thero will 
then be no need to disfigure it with the 
geometrical works of the agricultural- 
ist, or with the grime of factories and 
cbimnoys. It will recover its verdure 
and flora. The earth will bo a vast 
pleasure garden and tho human race 
will live in peace and plenty. So wo 
must look to chemistry, it appears, for 
the millennium.

The Trip Uuvrn a Dorp Shaft Full 


Thrill to tho Tenilcrroi>t._ : 


Going down into the mine is'indeed 


a thrill.ing experience and one rnthcr 
overwhelming to tho 
"tenderfoot," 


says a writer in Casstpr's Magazine. 
Enveloped in suits of waterproof, with 
hats of oilskin and provided with can- 
dles, a party ready for tho desecntpro- 
sents a grewsome spectacle, reminding 
one forcibly of certain conceptions of 
"Doro. The cage, which serves for both 
passengers and freight, rises to a level 
with the floor of the shafthousc, and 
Is simply a platform of wood with up- 
rights and framing of iron. This fits 
closely in tho bhnf t, being lowered and 
raised by means of machinery puzzling 
enough to tho interested stranger, 
with its drum, sheaves, cable and vari- 
ous safety appliances. To take a posi- 
tion on that little square of wood, feel- 
ing- that on this machinery, "which 
does Eometimes break, you know," 
hangs all one's hope, requires some 
courage. 
M»ch comfort Is derived 


from tho assurance of the foreman that 
this same cage has safely carried down 
and up all the delversbelow with never 
an accident yet- With the warning, 
"elbows in," the cage drops. 
With a 


gasp one reaches wildly about to find 
nothing to hold to in that damp dark- 
ness, growing so dense as that square 
"hole of day light" diminishes so rapid- 
ly, and down wo glide through trick- 
ling v/atcrs without jar and in utter 
silence till, with a thud, the cage stops, 
two thousand five hundred feet under 
ground. 


The dim candle light; easts weird 


shadows as we follow the superin- 
tendent along a narrow gallery cut in 
the igneous rock to connect the vein 
with the shaft.
